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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims 16, 31, 33 contain new limitations, which require further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant requests to remove finality of the final Office action because claims 33 and 34 have not been considered. 
In response, it is acknowledged that this is an inadvertent error. 

However, upon review of claims 33 and 34, it is noted that the claimed subject matter and limitations are fully considered and 
addressed in the rejections of record. This is because both rejected claim 31 and the missed claim 33 are directed to a product-by- 
process, all of the limitations in claim 33 are present in claim 31, claims 31 and 33 differ only in formality and wordings. The rejected 
claim 32 depends from claim 31, and the missed claim 34 depends from claim 33, which is obvious variants of claim 31. 
Accordingly, it is concluded that all of the objection and rejections of record applied to claims 31 and 32 are applicable to claims 33 and 
34, respectively. 

Since all of the substantive matter of claims 33 and 34 had been effectively considered and addressed on merit, the finality will 
be maintained. 

Majority of the arguments in the Remarks have been addressed previously. The new arguments are drawn to the proposed 
claim amendment, which have not been entered for reasons set forth in box 3(a), and are thus moot. 

The information disclosure statement filed 12/20/2005 has been considered. 
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
